Mow to Prevent tiio Killloe t

The following communication is taken 


from the Wisconsin Farmer, and will be 
interesting to all using barb wire fenc- 
ing: 


"A Dumber ot losses of stock hive 


occurred in different parts of the state 
by barb wire becoming overcharged with 
electiicity, and the fluid in its tendency 
to escape, for want of a better conductor, 
has passed into the bodies of animals 
standing near, and thence down their 
extremities 
into 
the 
ground. 
The 


prevention 
is 
simple: 
Plant 
with 


every sixth or seventh post a piece o£ 


barbed wire, galvanized, about seven 
feet long. When tbe fence •njres aro 
stretched bring up this short piece and 
bind it over each strand by driving eta- 
pies so as to embrace both; let this short 
conducting wire extend a sboit distance 
above the post and you have a good pro- 
tection eo you could ask. The barbed 
wire fence, with a good number of 
ground wires, instead of being danger- 
ous, is a protection, for tho galvanized 
wire is a most excellent conductor, and 
properly grounded you have a tystem of 
lightning rods all over the farm. 


If anyone doubts that a galvanized 


barbtd wire fence w.n not absorb elec- 
tricity on its numerous points, as asoon 
asja thunder storm app: caches let him at- 
tach an eleotronome, or a wire with two 
little slips of foil attached. The diverg- 
ence of the foil wrtl indicate tbe presence 
of electricity. Or if one chaoses to touch 
tbe moist finger to one of the points of 
the barbs, a spark can readily bo ubtaiu- 
ed before the wiro becomes charged 
sufficiently to be dangerous. 


The agricultural college Could furniah 


ua farmers with some data as to this mat- 
ter that would be of interest. For my- 
self; I use a coil of barbed wire trailed 
over my buildings, and burfed deep in 
the grouDd.-at both ends. 
A lightning 


conductor of six or eight strands coats 
but oue or two dollars, and with its num- 
erous points to attract the electric fluid. 
there ia in my opinion no better con - 
ductor for a farmer to use. 


The telephone and telegraph companies 


use galvanized wire with success for hun- 
dreds of miles, and put up ground wires 
on Borne poles, to conduct any surplus 
electricity accumulated by their wires 
during a storm. It occurs to me that a 
conductor of electricity, that will answer 
the purpose of these experienced com- 
panies to run electricity thousanas of 
miles would answer to conduct a few feet 
for a farmer—lightning rod men and 
croakers to the contrary.

Numerous precautions are required to 


tern out a standard Instrument. 
First of 


all cornea tho choice of a tubo. 
Tho born 


1ms to bo carefully tasted to SOB whether it 
is of uniform capacity. In most of tho tuboa 
tbo boro is wider on ono end than on tho 
otlior, although tho difference may be so 
simiU that it requires very delicate opera- 
tions to establish it. Quito frequently in » 
liunclrod pounds ot the small tubes not more 
than half a dozen are found which are abso- 
lutely true, bocausa from tho very nature of 
tho case the bore, being produced by blow- 
ing, 
Is In fact nothing else than a portion of 


a vary elongated cone. 
After tho tubo has 


boon selected tho bulb ia flxod by melting; 
ono end of the tubo in tho flama of an 
alcohol lamp aui blowing In ab tho other. 
Tbou u small quantity ol mercury fa admit- 
tod. 
By alternately cooling and heating 


tho bulb the vory delicate thread of tho 
fluid is driven from ana end ot the tuba to 
tho other, and during thLs process it* length 
is carefully measured in all parts. 
Should 


tlio length alter in various situations tho 
workman knows that tho capacity of the 
bore is not uniform. 


To make tho bulb of tho required site is 


solely a matter of practice, as no machinery 
has bean invented to produce it automatic- 
ally. 
If tho bulb is too largo tho instrument 


will roaster very slow, and if it Is too small 
it will uot contain sufllctont mercury to reg- 
ister very high temperature. Tbe shape of 
tho bulb is also ot importance. Tho spheri- 
cal shape is considered best adapted to re- 
sist tho varying pressure of tho atmosphere, 
while cylindrical bulbs orposo larger cur 
faces of marcury, and aro therefore pre- 
ferred for more dolicato Instruments. Vor;? 
small nnd thin bulbs Cor small quantities of 
mercury havo been mado, buttho indicating 
column muit necessarily be so Cne as to b« 
usoluss for practical purposes. Spiral or 
coiled tubular bulbt wore made so as to ob- 
tain a greater and moro oven distribution of 
surface expose:! to tho atmosphere, but 
those bulbs require such a thickness of glass 
that tho cfT-jcfi sought to bo obtained is fre- 
q-Jontly nullilied. 


Shape and s:7.3 of bulb and tnbo having 


boon determined, tho filling is done iu a very 
ingonious manner, and alike for both mer- 
cury and alcohol as thermal registers. Tho 
bulb is heated while tho opon end of tho 
tnbo is Imbedded In tho fluid, 8ay tnorcury. 
Upon allowing tho bulb to cool tho atmo- 
cporic pressure drives sorao of tho mercury 
into tho tubo, and this process la continued 
until there is sufficient morcury in bulb and 
tubo. It is of tile greatest importtnco that 
tho mercury bo froo from moisture and air, 
aud to accomplish this tho metal is boiled 
before tho Illling process. Aftor tbe filling 
it is boiled again In the tubo, and when tbo 
czplosion of air and molstuvo is complete 
the workman dexterously closes tho tube by 
tho flame from his blowpipe, 


That flni."ho:f tho purely mechanical part 


of making tho thermometer, for tho gradua- 
tion of the scale may truly bo tormod a sci- 
entific proceeding, at least so faros-graduat- 
ing a stand ard instrument is concerned. Ii] 
tho common thermometer tho tube is llxod 
to a scale on which tho degrees are marked, 
while iu tho standard instrumont the ecalo is 
engraved in tho stem itself in order to in- 
sure tho greatest possible accuracy of obser- 
vation. 
Tile exact freezing point has to bo 


determined first, and this is dono by moans 
of molting id1, which has always tho same 
temperature, provided tho 
water 
from 


which tho Ice congealed is pure. 
Tho bulb 


and the lower portion of the tubo aro placed 
in molting ice, and where tho mercury ii 
stationary tho freezing point is marked. 
This ia a comparatively oosy matter, but to 
determine tho boiling point is more difficult, 
bocauso it varies with tho pressure of tho 
atmosphore. 


Under certain conditions, combining cer- 


tain atmospheric pressure at a certain atti- 
tude, the boiling point can bo ascertainoJ 
with exactness, but ordinarily, oven In good 
instruments, tho boiling point is approxi- 
mately ascertained by actual oxiioriment. 
A copper boiler is provided with an open 
cylinder in the top sorving as a vehicle for 
tho water to bj boiled. The open cylinder 
is just long enough to permit tho insertion 
of tho thermometer, so that tho bulb does 
not touch tho water, and over this cylinder, 
or rathor around it, is placed another to 
protect tho fornhr from the air. As tha 
vapor of tho boiling water rises the tubo Is 
(rratlually lowered, so as to keep the top of 
tho morcury just visible above the cylinder. 
Whero tho morcury remains stationary tha 
boiling point;' is obtained aud marked off, 
"subject to corrections for errors." 


Tho space between tho freezing: and boil- 


ing1 point is next divided intoa certain num- 
ber of equal degrees. Fahrenheit makes 33 
degrees tho freezing and 21U degrees tho 
boiling point; consequently tho intermedi- 
ate space is divided into ISO decree*.
